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1. During December 1948, the 20 Brigade of the Rebel Army was reportedly 
augnented by some 830 men. Of these, approximately 700 were from the 
Paikon, Plerria and Beies areas, and about 130 came from Salonika. 


As a result of this increase, 20 Brigade numbered approximately 1,90 
men on 1 January 1949, composed as follows:
